INTRODUCTION. 


In  the  Autumn  of  1858,  several  Packets  of  old  Deeds, 
relating  to  the  Property  of  the  Almshouse  at  Ilchester,  were 
restored  by  the  Representative  of  the  late  Lord  Huntingtower, 
(formerly  Sir  William  Manners)  to  the  custody  of  the  newly 
constituted  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ilchester  Almshouse 
Charity.  * 

These  Manuscripts  follow  in  regular  succession,  from  the 
time  of  King  John  and  Henry  III.,  through  the  reigns  of 
Edw.  I,  Edw,  II,  and  Edw,  III,  Richard  the  Second, 
Henry  IV,  Henry  V,  and  Henry  VI,  Edward  IV,  Hen. 
VII,  Hen.  VIII,  Queen  Elizabeth  and  James  the    First, 

In  some  of  them,  the  Regnal  Date  is  wanting  ;  and  these 
undated  Deeds  are,  most  of  them,  anterior  to  the]|  reign  of 
Edward  the  First.  One  may  probably  be  assigned  to  the 
time  of  King  John,  or  to  a  period  certainly  not  later  than  the 
commencement  of  Henry  the  Third's  reign.  The  earliest  re- 
corded date  is  the  seventh  year  of  Edward  I.  Feb.  3rd,  1279. 

They  are  written  for  the  most  part,  in  the  usual  con- 
tracted Latin  ;  and  some  of  the  oldest  of  the  manuscripts  are 
very  fine  specimens  of  Calligraphy.  A  few,  of  the  time  of  the 
Third  Edward,  are  in  Norman  French ;  and  two  or  three, 
belonging  to  the  latter  part  of  the  15th  and  the  beginning  of 
the  16th  centuries,  are  in  the  quaint  old  English  of  the  Period. 

From  the  Reign  of  Henry  VIII,  the  Deeds  are  few  in 
number,  of  less  comparative  interest,  and  chiefly  in  the 
vernacular  tongue.

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The  Documents  thus  unexpectedly  brought  to  light,  by 
their  restoration  to  the  right  owners,  refer  to  Lands  and 
Tenements  situate  in  the  Parishes  of  Stocklinch  Magdalen, 
Stocklinch  Ottersay,  Montacute,  Chilthorne  Domer,  the 
Manor  of  Sock  Dennis,  Ilchester,  Northover,  Liniington, 
Sonierton  Erleigh  and  the  Parish  of  Somerton  ;  and  a  large 
proportion  of  the  lands  therein  dealt  with,  including  the 
Manor  of  Stocklinch,  constitutes  the  Property  of  the  Ilchester 
Almshouse  Charity  at  the  present  time. 

The  most  important  of  these  Manuscripts,  in  relation  to 
the  Charity,  are  the  two  which  bear  date,  respectively,  on 
March  12,  1426,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Henry  VI,  and  on  Feb. 
12,   1477,  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  Edward  IV. 

The  former  is  the  DEED  OF  FOUNDATIOiN",  executed 
by  ROBERT  VEEL;  wherein  he  provides,  that  subsequently 
to  the  fulfilment  of  certain  specified  obligations,  the  Trustee- 
ship of  the  Almshouse,  and  of  the  Charity  Lands,  should  be 
vested  in  the  Bailiffs  and  Burgesses  of  Ilchester  aod  their 
Successors,  for  evei*.  The  other  Deed,  is  the  Indenture  made 
by  Swanne,  a  Canon  of  Wells,  and  others,  to  the  Bailiffs  and 
Burgesses;  by  wdiich  the  intention  and  will  of  the  Founder  in 
this  respect,  were  fully  carried  out. 

These  Transcripts  are  arranged  in  Chronological  oderr  ; 
the  contractions  of  the  original  text  are  for  the  most  part 
omitted,  and  the  abbreviated  syllables  are  given  in  extenso. 
After  each  Transcript,  is  added  an  abstract  of  its  contents,  in 
English.  The  Appendix  contains  some  brief  notices  of 
MedifBval  Ilchester,  arranged  under  separate  heads,  and 
elucidated  by  a  Plan  of  the  Town,  on  the  basis  of  Dr. 
Stukeley's  Ischalis.

William  Dacus,  (Dacres?)  grants  to  Herward,  for  his 
homage  and  service,  a  Messuage  held  before  by  Hoper  the 
Countryman  ;  Also  two  half-acres  held  by  the  same   country- 
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man  ;  and  the  Ridge  acre,  and  two  sixth  parts  (of  an  acre)  of 
Meadow  adjoining  land  of  H.  de  Spegeton  ;  and  one  quarter 
of  an  acre  of  meadow,  eastward  near  Kinges  furlang  To  Have 
and  to  Hold  in  consideration  of  a  yearly  rent  of  twelve 
shillings,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  at  the  Feasts  of  St.  John  and 
St.  Michael,  at  Christmas  and  Easter:  in  lieu  of  all  service 
except  special  service.  For  this  Grant  Herward  pays  to  Dacus 
as  an  acknowledgement  or  Fine  half  a  mark  of  silver.  Dacus 
ratifies  the  agreement  by  setting  his  Seal  to  the  Deed — In  the 
presence  of  Gilbert  Dacus,  Thomas  of  Cirencester,  Robert 
Triz,  GeofFry  of  the  Hospital,  Willm  Raffe,  William  of  Ged- 
ding,  Henry  Carter,  Richard  the  Clerk,  who  drew  up  the 
Deed  ;  and  many  others. 

Note. — The  Charter  of  the  Borough  of  Ilchester  will  assist  in  fixing  the 
approximate  age  of  this  MS.  In  this  Charter,  granted  by  Hhilip  and  Mary 
earlier  Charters  are  cited ;  and  this  extract  from  one  of  them  is  quoted — 
"King  John  gave  to  William  Dacus  a  parcel  of  the  Town."

William  Cecal  (otherwise  le  Keu)  of  Lumynton,  gives  to 
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Half  Herward  of  Ivelcester,  in  free  marriage  with  Matilda  his 
daughter,  a  messuage  with  appurtenances  in  the  village  of 
Limington,  situate  between  his  own  premises  and  those  of 
Willm.  Bishop.  Also,  four  acres  of  arable  land  in  the  same 
Manor,  one  in  South  brook  furlang,  between  land  of  William 
the  Vintner  and  of  Gilbert  the  Clerk,  one  in  Middlehill  west- 
ward, near  land  of  Richard  le  Mey  and  Adam  le  Rus  ;  the 
other  two  acres  on  Deadhill  between  land  of  Robert  le  Rat 
and  Adam  le  Rus.  Also,  a  quarter  of  an  acre  of  meadow  in 
the  Mere,  between  a  meadow  of  his  own  and  one  formerly 
belonging  to  Master  Ralf  the  son  of  Herward.  To  Have  and 
to  Hold  .  .  .  By  rendering  thence  every  year  one  pair  of 
white  gloves  or  one  penny,  at  Easter,  in  lieu  of  every  service 
exaction  and  secular  demand.  Sealed  in  the  presence  of  John 
Albe  (White),  Hugh  de  la  Venele,  William  Daubeny,  Robt. 
Tryz,  Stephen  de  Bromlyghe,  Willm  Bastard,  Willm.  Teissun, 
clerk,  and  others. 

Attached  to  this  Deed  is  the  Seal  of  Ralph  Herward.  The  Device  is, 
apparently,  some  ears  of  corn  tied  together  with  an  ample  fillet.  The  Motto, 
S  (igillum)  Radulfi  Herward.

Also  all  other  my  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  services  and  reversions  in  the  same  vill,  and 
in  the  vills  of  Stokelynche  Ostriser,  Yevelchester,  Sook 
Lyrayngtone,  Northover,  Soraerton  Erleighe,  and  in  the  Parish 
ofSomertone,  in  the  County  of  Somerset;  The  Advowson  of 
the  Church  of  the  Blessed  Mary  Magdalene,  of  Stokelynche 
Maudeleyne,  alone  excepted  :  To  have  and  to  hold  .... 
subject  to  these  terms  and  conditions.  1.  The  said  Trustees,

The  other  Moiety  of  rents  and  profits,  the  Trustees 
were  to  lay  by  in  safe  keeping  in  the  Abbey  of  Muchelney,  or 
the  Priory  of  Montacute ;  to  accumulate  during  that  term  of 
Fifty  years,  in. order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Amortizement. 
At  the  expiration  of  this  term,  the  Trustees,  or  the  survivors 
of  them,  were  to  take  proper  legal  measures  to  obtain  the

*  This  Guarantee,  -which  carries  a  touch  of  sarcasm  with  it,  supplies  another  incidental 
proof  of  the  arbitary  authority  claimed,  and  where  possible  exerted,  by  the  Mitred  Heads  of 
the  Great  Abbey  over  their  weaker  Brethren,  the  Abbots  of  Muchelney,  the  Priors  of 
Montacute,  and  the  Superiors  of  other  smaller  Religious  Communities  that  lay  within  the 
grasp  of  their  power.

The  substance  of  these  Notes  is  derived  chiefly  from  the  fore- 
going Deeds ;  in  part,  from  local  tradition  and  personal  investi- 
gation ;  and  in  some  instances,  recourse  has  been  had  to  the 
Archaeological  researches  of  others. 

The  Antiquarian  gleanings  thus  brought  together,  though 
of  minor  importance,  may  yet  serve  as  a  slight  contribution  to 
the  meagre  Topography  of  this  now  decayed,  but  ancient  and 
once  celebrated  place. 

In  the  time  of  the  earlier  Norman  Kings,  the  name  of  this 
Town  was  written  ivblcester;  an  euphonious  appellation  which 
was  afterwards  corrupted  into  Yevel,  or  Yevil-chester.  This 
again,  was  subsequently  improved  into  Ivelchester;  and  finally, 
by  an  awkward  contraction  of  the  first  two  syllables,  the  word 
settled  down  into  Ilchester  ;  the  name  by  which  the  Town  and 
Parish  are  now  designated. 

1.       THE    ROADS    AND    STREETS    OF    IVELCESTER. 

Among  the  most  permanent  features  of  a  District,  or  a 
Town,  may  be  reckoned  its  public  Roads  and  Thoroughfares ; 
and  we  find,  that  the  lapse  of  six  centuries  has  eSected  no 
material  change  in  the  course  of  the  principal  Thoroughfares 
of  Ilchester.  From  a  very  Early  Pei'iod,  the  Streets  of  the 
Town  have  been,  as  they  now  are,  Five  in  number.  1.  Chep- 
strete  (Deeds,  Hen,  III.  to  1428.)  now  Church  Street.  2. 
West  Strete  (1369)  also  called  High  Street  (1390)  The  former 
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name  yet  survives.  3.  La  Venele.  Venella  (Hen.  III.  to  1424) 
afterwards  Abbey  Lane  ;  now  Almshouse  Lane.  4.  La  Lane 
(Hen.  III.);  called  Back  Lane,  and  terminating  witli  Free 
Street,  5.  A  Street,  no  otherwise  distinguished  in  the  Deed 
which  refers  to  it,  than  as  the  "  Public  Road  on  the  South 
side  of  the  Church  of  the  Blessed  St  Mary  Major."  1402.  At 
that  date,  it  was  strictly  a  street  within  the  Town  Wall,  but  is 
now  the  commencement  of  the  Road  to  Limington. 

1.  CHEPSTRETE.  This  Street  began  at  the  Bridge,  and 
the  North  Gate ;  passing  over  the  Roman  road,  or  Fosse  way, 
for  the  first  sixty  yards.  Then  making  a  turn  to  the  left,  it 
curved  in  a  southerly  direction  towards  Chilthorne  and  Yeovil, 
and  terminated  at  the  South  Gate.  Near  the  North  Gate,  on 
the  West  side  of  Chepstrete,  was  the  Nunnery  called  White 
Hall;  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Road  stood  the  church  of 
St.  Mary  Minor ;  and  considerably  further  down  the  Street, 
on  the  same  side,  was  St.  Mary  Major,  the  present  Parish 
Church ;  and  the  sole  existing  Church  in  Ilchester. 

In  Chepstrete  much  of  the  trade  of  the  Town  was  carried  on, 
in  the  Shops  and  Stalls  with  which  it  was  lined.  This  was  by 
far  the  longest,  and  probably  the  most  populous  and  busy 
thoroughfare  of  Ivelcester.  Houses  extended  on  either  side  of 
it,  from  the  North  Gate  at  the  Bridge,  to  the  South  Gate, 
which  crossed  the  Yeovil  Road  at  a  spot  somewhere  near  the 
present  Turnpike  bar.  The  orchard  on  the  left,  and  the 
Rectory  garden  on  the  right,  were  then  covered  with  dwellings. 
At  no  great  distance  from  the  South  Gate,  in  Chepstrete,  and 
just  within  the  Town  Wall,  must  have  stood  the  Church  of  St. 
Peter,  No  manuscript  indeed,  makes  special  mention  of 
St.  Peter's  Church ;  but  the  Cross  of  St,  Peter  is  distinctly 
assigned  to  this  precise  locality ;  and  the  Church,  it  may 
naturally  be  presumed,  was  not  far  removed  from  the  Cross. 

2.     WEST  STRETE.     1369.     Wcst  Street  is  a  part  of  the 
ancient  Roman  Road,  or  Fosse-way ;  and  beginning  at  the 
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junction  with  Chepstrete,  near  the  Market  Cross,  continues 
its  course  South  West  in  the  direction  of  Ilrainster  and 
Exeter.  The  West  Gate  of  the  Town  was  the  boundary  of 
the  Street  in  that  direction.  From  the  undeviating  straight- 
ness  of  the  Fosseway  until  it  touched  the  Wall,  the  position  of 
this  Gate  might  be  distinctly  seen  from  the  North  Gate  at  the 
Bridge  :  and  thus,  the  eye  could  take  in  at  a  single  glance,  a 
view  of  the  Street  throughout.  In  early  times,  the  ancient 
Prison,  or  Common  Gaol,  stood  near  the  Market  Place,  but 
withdrawn  from  the  road;  and  was  approached  by  the  County 
Path,  or  "Shire  Path  Lane"  At  the  other  extremity  of  West 
Strete  was  the  House  of  the  Friars  Preachers,  having  its 
Eastern  Gate  opening  into  the  Road,  Opposite  to  this  Gate 
of  the  Friary  was  erected,  in  1426,  the  Almshouse ;  at  the 
North  West  corner  of  the  Lane  Venella,  which  led  from 
West   Street   into   Chepstrete.  The   diversified 

aspect  of  this  interesting  Street  in  those  early  days,  would 
contrast  strangely  with  its  present  deteriorated  appearance — 
with  its  long  array  of  mean  cottages,  stretching  from  end  to 
end  in  ugly  uniformity.  On  the  one  side,  the  Precincts  of  the 
Friary  extended  from  the  West  Gate  for  a  considerable  distance, 
presenting  a  handsome  frontage  towards  the  Street.  From 
the  Friary  Northwards,  the  houses,  built  in  blocks,  or  detached, 
disclosed  glimpses  at  intervals  of  the  Town  Wall  behind.  While, 
near  the  Market  Place,  where  the  population  congregated 
more  closely,  the  dwellings  doubled  back  from  the  street ;  to 
which  they  had  access  by  an  outlet  or  lane,  opening  opposite 
to  the  West  end  of  the  Guildhall.  This  outlet  is  called  by 
Dr.  Stukeley  Shirepath  Lane  ;  and  as  such  it  continued  to  be 
known,  until  its  final  disappearance  some  fifty  years  ago, 
when  the  Street  was  remodelled  after  its  present  homely 
fashion.  At  the  end  of  Shirepath,  under  the  Town  Wall 
Westward,  ran  another  lane,  leading  to  a  place  called  The 
Yard,  and  hence  deriving  its  name  of  Yard  Lane.    The  exact 
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locality  of  "The  Yard"  is  doubtful,  and  no  trace  is  left  to  de- 
note the  kind  of  trade  carried  on  there.  The  business,  what- 
ever its  nature,  was  no  doubt  important  and  thriving ;  and  in 
some  of  the  Deeds  the  na,me  of  the  place,  after  the  manner  of 
the  time,  was  frequently  substituted  for  the  surname  of  the 
occupier.  Thus,  John  Brice  de  Yerde,  is  commonly  described 
as  John  atte  Yerde,  or  John  Yerde.  The  special  business  of 
the  tenant,  was  most  probably  combined  with  Farming;  to 
judge  from  the  circumstance,  that  the  names  of"  Great  Yard" 
and  "  Long  Yard  "  still  attach  to  two  large  fields,  comprising 
together  forty  three  acres  of  the  richest  pasture  land  in  the 
Parish.  This  fine  tract  of  land  lay  close  outside  the  Western 
wall,  being  bounded  to  the  North  by  the  Ivel,  on  the  South 
by  "  Langport  Way "  or  Pill  Bridge  Lane,  In  two  of  the 
earlier  Deeds  (Hen.  IIL  Ed.  IIL)  allusion  is  made  to  small 
sums  paid  annually  out  of  certain  tenements  in  Ivelcester,  to 
"  the  Farm  of  the  Town  " — Firme  Ville  Ivelcestre.  I  think  it 
very  probable,  that  this  Town  Farm  and  the  Yard  were 
identical.  Among  several  significations  of  the  word  Yard, 
formerly  in  use,  was  one  now  obsolete,  applying  to  the 
measure  of  land.  A  yard  of  land  was  computed  generally  at 
about /oriy  acres:  but  the  measurement  varied  in  different 
counties,  from  twenty  acres  or  less,  to  forty  acres. 

Nor  was  the  other  side  of  West  Street  deficient  in  in- 
teresting features.  From  the  West  Gate  to  the  cross  street 
Venella,  the  space  was  covered  by  the  Manor  House  and 
grounds,  possibly  the  abode  of  Hugh  de  Venele  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Third.  Several  centuries  later,  a  large  Mansion 
was  erected  on  the  spot  by  one  of  the  Lockyers',  then  become 
the  wealthiest  and  most  influential  family  in  Ivelchester.  A 
portion  of  this  edifice,  comprising  the  two  Eastern  gables, 
was  taken  down  many  years  ago:  the  remainder  was  converted 
into  the  Manor  Farm  House.  Crossing  Venella,  the 

next  object  of  interest  was  the  Almshouse,  founded  by  Robert 
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Veel  in  1426 — a  building  we  may  imagine  to  have  been  con- 
structed in  the  substantial  and  picturesque  style  of  the 
Architecture  of  that  period.  Nearer  to  the  Market  Place  was 
another  handsome  Mansion,  in  which  the  Lion-hearted  king, 
as  tradition  reports,  once  held  his  Court,  during  a  Royal 
Progress  through  the  Western  Counties,  In  reality,  perhaps, 
this  house  belonged  to  the  old  family  of  the  Cordelyons',  who 
died  out  in  the  last  century.*  A  curious  fragment  of  this 
building,  forming  part  of  the  stables  of  the  Dolphin  Inn,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  about  twenty  years  ago. 

Facing  the  Market  Place  the  Ancient  Guildhall  would  form  a 
conspicuous  and  attractive  object.  This  old  building  gave 
way  to  the  Sessions  House  of  later  times ;  which  in  its  turn, 
has  long  been  superseded  by  the  modern  plain  and  unpretend- 
ing Town  Hall.  The  Public  Shambles,  which,  in  1428,  were 
placed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Cross,  made  up  the  grouping  of 
the  Market  Place,  The  positions  of  two  of  the 

Churches  of  Ivelcester  are  as  yet  unaccounted  for.  In  the 
absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  there  is  room  for  reasonable 
conjecture,  that  these  sacred  edifices,  dedicated  one  to  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel,  the  other  to  S'  John  the  Evangelist,  f 
adorned  and  added  interest  to  this  Street — the  principal 
thoroughfare  of  the  then  County  Town,  On  the  whole 

then,  it  may  be  fairly  presumed,  that  West  Street,  the  ancient 
High  Street  of  Ivelcester,  in  the  days  of  the  Edwards  and 
Henries,  would  ofier  to  the  eye  of  the  spectator  a  highly 
picturesque  and  attractive  view  as  he  entered  the  old  Town  by 
it's  North  or  it's  West  Gate. 
3,  LA  VENELE,  Vekella,  or  Abbey  Lane,  Hen.  Ill— 1424.

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This  road,  running  nearly  East  and  West,  joined  Chep- 
strete  to  West  Strete.  Directly  opposite  to  the  end  of  the 
Lane,  in  West  Street,  stood  the  House  of  the  Preaching  Friars. 
Hence  doubtless,  the  later  appellation  of  Ahhey  Lant  given  to 
this  cross  sti'eet  communicating  with  the  Friary.  1424.  One 
Hugh  de  la  Venele  was  an  attesting  witness  to  a  Deed  in  the 
time  of  Henry  III :  and  two  hundred  years  later,  this  street 
continued  to  he  known  by  the  name  of  Venella.*  Here,  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII.  was  a  Corn  Mill,  built  on  a  part  of  the 
Garden  or  Orchard  belonging  to  the  Almshouse,  on  the  East 
Side  of  the  House.  Originally,  the  course  of  this  Lane  was 
in  a  slanting  direction,  to  the  South  of  East,  under  the  Garden 
wall  of  the  Manor  House;  and  then  across  the  yard  of  the 
present  Rectory  House,  to  its  junction  with  the  Yeovil  Road 
(chepstrete),  opposite  one  of  the  inlets  to  Borough  Green. 
When  the  dwellings  near  the  Green  were  removed  some  fifty 
years  since,  and  the  waste  ground  was  taken  into  the  fields  on 
each  side  of  the  Liraington  Road,  it  became  necessary  to 
change  the  course  of  Almshouse  Lane  by  a  curve  to  the  left, 
in  order  to  make  a  convenient  approach  to  the  narrowed 
entrance  of  the  Road  to  Limington. 

4  LA  LANE,  Back  Lane.  In  an  undated  Deed;  temp. 
Hen,  III.,  this  by-way  is  called  La  Lane ;  and  is  afterwards 
mentioned,  1349,  as  "the  road  leading  towards  the  New  Mill." 
The  entrance  to  Back  Lane  is  facing  the  North  East  corner  of 
the  Market  Place.  At  its  further  end,  the  Lane  branches  off 
right  and  left :  the  turn  to  the  left  leads  to  the  River,  and  to 
the  field  path  towards  Limington  and  Yeovilton.  This  same 
turning  led  formerly  to  the  New  Mill ;  which  was  just  outside 
the  Town  Wall,  in  the  Kingsham  field.  The  New  Mill  was  in 
existence  when  Dr.  Stukeley  published  his  Itinerary  in  1723, 
but  was  destroyed  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  century.  In 
Stukeley's  Plan  of  Ischalis,  the  New  Mill  Stream  is  shewn 
*  Venella.  viculus,  angiportus,  via  strictior.^A  narrow  alley.    J)u  Cange, 
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running  parallel  with  the  Old  Yeo  River  as  far  as  the  main 
stream  of  the  Yeo ;  into  which  it  discharged  itself  between 
the  Weir  and  the  Mill  at  Hainbury.  The  bed  of  this  ancient 
Mill  Stream  may  be  traced  through  the  Kingsham  Fields,  by 
a  deep  channel  reaching  to  the  River  at  the  point  above  in- 
dicated ;  although  here  and  there  the  hollow  has  been  partially 
filled  up.  At  the  place  where  the  field  path  strikes  off"  on  the 
left  towards  Limington,  Back  Lane  itself  takes  a  turn  to  the 
right,  and  joins  at  it's  extremity  the  Limington  Road.  This 
part  of  the  Lane  is  now  known  as  Free  Street — a  row  of  neat 
Cottages  built  many  years  since  on  the  Rectory  glebe,  for 
Borough  purposes,  and  acquiring  it's  name  during  the  feverish 
crisis  of  some  hotly  contested  Election — Anciently,  this  lane 
was  lined  throughout  with  tenements,  sheltering  a  numerous 
population. 

5.     The  PUBLIC  ROAD  on  the  South  side  of  the  Church  of 
St.  Mary  Major.  Between  the  South  Gate 

of  the  Town  and  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Major,  a  turning  to 
the  East  out  of  Chepstrete,  led  to  a  maze  of  lanes  and  habi- 
tations. The  entrance  to  what  is  now  called  the  Limington 
Road  was  a  wide  gorge,  but  at  the  distance  of  a  few  paces, 
contracted  into  two  narrow  streets,  by  the  interposition  of  a 
block  of  buildings,  with  their  gardens,  filling  up  the  centre  of 
the  space.  Into  the  channel  on  the  left,  opened  out  a  thorough- 
fare (now  Free  Street)  which  passed  behind  S*  Mary's  Church ; 
and  on  both  sides  of  the  central  block  were  scattered  dwellings 
as  far  as  the  East  Gate;  which  was  the  limit  of  the  Town  at 
that  point.  The  East  Gate  crossed  the  Road  about  200  feet 
to  the  West  of  the  Brook  which  separates  the  Parishes  of 
Limington  and  Ilchester  ;  and  outside  the  point  of  section  was 
then  the  actual  commencement  of  the  Road  to  Limington. 
The  name  by  which  this  part  of  the  Parish  was  known,  before 
Dr.  Stukeley's  visit  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  century,  and 
also  subsequently,  was  Borough  Green.    The  whole  of  this 
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quarter  of  the  town  has  been  swept  away :  and  Kingshams 
House  is  now  the  solitary  occupant  of  a  locality  once  closely 
built  over,  and  teeming  with  population. 

II.      THE   WALL    AND    GATES. 

Traces  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  course  of  the  Wall 
are  still  discernible.  Stukeley's  Plan  represents  the  place  as 
enclosed  within  an  oblong  fence  or  Wall,  of  regular  pro- 
portions; and  the  Author  states,  that  he  "traced  out  the 
manifest  vestigia  thereof  quite  round."  Whatever  may  have 
been  the  exact  shape  or  figure  of  the  enceinte,  there  can  be  no 
question  that  when  the  Civil  Wars  broke  out,  Ilchester  was  a 
walled  and  regulated  fortified  town.  Like  Bridgwater,  Lang- 
port,  and  other  strong  holds  in  the  West,  it  was  at  first 
garrisoned  by  Royalist  troops.  But  one  after  another  in  quick 
succession,  the  Western  fortresses  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
Parliamentary  Generals;  and  in  their  turn  the  Walls  and 
Fortifications  of  Ilchester,  after  a  stubborn  defence,  were 
stormed  and  captured  by  the  gallant  Blake. 
The  line  of  the  Wall  may  yet  be  tracked  across  the  pasture 
lands  at  the  South  and  East  of  the  Town.  A  remnant  of  the 
Wall  itself  is  said  to  have  been  standing  fifty  years  ago,  in  the 
garden  of  a  house,  now  the  King  William  Inn,  within  the 
recollection  of  the  present  owner.  Just  where  the  Inn  joins 
on  to  the  next  house  beyond.  West  Street  (thus  far  quite 
Btraight)  makes  a  bend  to  the  right,  towards  the  Mead.  At  the 
point  where  this  bend  occurs,  the  street  was  formerly  spanned 
by  the  West  Gate.  From  thence,  the  line  of  the  Wall  followed  a 
South  easterly  direction,  through  the  Manor- Farm  Barton,  and 
Waggon  House,  across  the  Paddock  and  the  lower  end  of  the 
Rectory  Garden ;  emerging  at  length  into  the  Yeovil  Road,  near 
the  site  of  the  present  Turnpike  House.  Here,  the  South  Gate 
guarded  the  entrance  to  the  Town ;  and  the  Wall  continued 
its  South-easterly  route  though  the  Orchard,  along  the  left 
bank  of  the  brook,  up  to  the  spot  where  the  latter  abruptly 
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deviates  from  its  straight  course.  Then,  leaving  the  stream,  the 
track  runs  obliquely  across  the  Orchard,  North  East,  to  the 
Limington  Road,  -where  the  East  Gate  commanded  the  ap- 
proach to  the  Town,  From  this  Gate  the  Wall  resumed  its  North 
easterly  course  for  a  short  distance  in  the  Kingsham  field; 
then  turned  to  the  North  West,  and  pursued  that  route  through 
the  same  field,  until  it  touched  the  River.  Thus  far,  the 
line  of  the  enclosure  may  even  now,  be  more  or  less  distinctly 
traced,  by  the  peculiar  configuration  of  the  ground.  Along 
the  whole  extent  of  track  just  described,  the  land  slopes  gently 
down  towards  the  old  moat  of  the  fortifications ;  the  site  of  the 
town  being  slightly  raised  above  the  level  of  the  surrounding 
fields :  but  this  formation  of  the  ground  is  less  pp:  ceptible  on 
the  Western  side.  On  touching  the  River,  the  Wall  was  carried 
along  the  left  bank,*  to  the  Bridge  and  the  North  Gate.  Be- 
yond the  Gate,  it  continued  to  skirt  the  River  bank  as  far  as 
the  Barton  now  extends,  and  then  made  an  angle,  to  the  South 
West.  Near  the  Bridge,  and  on  the  West  of  the  town,  all  un- 
doubted traces  of  the  boundary  have  disappeared.  It  is  almost 
certain,  that  its  site  is,  for  the  most  part,  now  included  within 
the  gardens  that  stretch  out  to  a  considerable  length  behind 
the  houses  on  that  side  of  West  Street :  and  thus,  every  sign  of 
prior  occupation  of  the  soil  has  been  gradually,  but  eflectually 
obliterated  by  the  constant  action  of  the  Spade.  A  remnant  of 
an  earth  work  which  must  have  run  nearly  parallel  with  the 
Town  Wall,  but  outside,  may  still  be  seen  in  Great  Yard,  near 
the  Farm  buildings ;  having  a  sharply  defined  outline,  with  a 
steep  descent  into  the  trench.  This  may  be  a  relic  of  the 
"  bastions  and  modern  fortifications  of  the  time  of  King  Charles 
I,"  observed  by  Dr.  Stukeley  "  in  the  northern  angle,  beyond 
the  old  ditch  of  the  city,  towards  the  River," 

In  the  Manuscripts,  mention  is  made  of  two  Gates.  1.  The 

•  Here,   between  the   River  and  the  Bridge,   Dr.    Stukeley  found  the 
*•  track  of  the  Roman  wall,'* 
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North  Gate,  guarding  the  Bridge,  where  Chepstrete  began. 
*'A  tenement  near  the  North  Gate,  to  the  South  of  White 
Hall."  1304.  2.  The  West  Gate,  at  the  extremity  of  West 
Street,  beyond  the  Friary.  "  A  messuage,  situate  outside  the 
West  Gate  of  the  town  of  Yevelchestre. "  1387.  The  South 
and  East  Gates,  it  has  been  observed,  commanded  respectively, 
the  roads  to  Yeovil  and  Limington  ;  traversing  them  at  the 
points  where  the  line  of  enclosure  breaks  off — as  shewn  in  the 
Plan.  Camden,  in  his  "  Britannia,"  (first  published  in 

1586)  says  of  Ilchester — "  It  appears  by  the  ruins  to  have  been 
anciently  large,  and  surrounded  with  a  double  wall.  At  the 
Norman  Conquest  it  was  populous,  and  had  107  Burgesses.  It 
was  then  a  place  of  strength,  and  well  fortified.  For  A.D. 
1088,  when  the  English  lords  had  formed  a  wicked  design  to 
cut  ofi"  William  Rufus,  to  make  his  brother  Robert,  Duke  of 
Normandy,  King — Robert  Moubray,  a  great  warrior,  after 
burning  Bath  vigorously  assaulted  this  place,  but  without  suc- 
cess. But  what  he  could  not  do,  time  has  in  some  measure 
effected,  " 

III.     THE  BRIDGE.  The  Bridge  is  only  once  mentioned 

in  the  Deeds  :  "  A  tenement  in  Northover,  over  against  the 
Bridge  of  levelcester,  bounded  by  the  River  on  the  South,  &c,, 
1369.  There  are  no  data  to  shew,  what  description  of  bridge 
this  was :  whether  it  was  constructed  of  stone  or  of  timber ; 
adapted  for  foot  passengers  only,  or  built  sufficiently  wide  for 
purposes  of  general  traffic.  The  River  when  not  swollen  by 
floods,  was  easily  forded ;  and  Stukeley  draws  attention  to  "a 
pavement  across  the  River,"  on  the  Western  side  of  the  Bridge. 
This  pavement  is  not  visible  now,  if  it  is  still  in  existence.  It 
was  no  doubt  a  relic  of  the  Roman  passage — the  connecting 
link  of  the  Fosse  way — across  the  bed  of  the  Ivel ;  and  con- 
tinued to  be  used,  so  long  as  the  necessity  lasted  for  fording 
the  stream.  There  is  still  to  be  seen  on  the  Western  flank  of 
the  Bridge,  a  narrow  roadway  from  the  town,  leading  down  to 
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the  water  at  the  old  Ford.  The  Ford,  and  this  roadway  to  it, 
were  in  use  until  the  Bridge  which  now  spans  the  Ivel  took 
the  place,  in  1809,  of  one  narrow  and  inconvenient,  and 
perhaps  of  no  great  antiquity.  Leland,  about  1540,  thus  des- 
cribes the  bridge,  as  he  found  it.  "  I  enterid  by  South  West, 
(i,e.  towards  the  South  West)  into  Ilchester,  over  a  great  stone 
bridge  of  seven  arches,  now  one  of  two,  yn  the  midle  wherof 
were  two  little  houses  of  stone,  one  of  the  right  hand,  wher 
the  commune  gaiol  is  for  prisoners'  yn  Somersetshir.  The  other 
house  is  on  the  left  hand.  The  lesser  of  booth  seemed  to  me 
to  have  beene  a  chapelle.  The  toune  of  Ilchester  hath  beene  a 
very  large  thyng,  and  one  of  the  auncientest  tonnes  yn  al  that 
quarter.  At  this  tyme  it  is  in  wonderful  decay,  as  a  thing  in 
a  manner  rasid  with  men  of  warre."  Camden  (1586)  remarks 
upon  this  statement — "Leland's  free  Chapel  by  the  Bridge,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  River,  is  still  known  by  the  name  of 
Whitehall,  now  a  weaving  shop,  anciently  a  hospital,  and  then 
a  nunnery,  and  at  last  a  Free  Chapel.  Near  it  was  a  house 
of  lepers.  If  this  be  not  Leland's  house  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  Bridge,  that  is  quite  gone ;  but  his  Chapel  on  the  left  hand 
is  still  a  dwelling  house."  There  is  some  confusion  in  these 
descriptions,  which  it  is  not  easy  to  reconcile.  If  Leland's 
account  is  to  be  taken  literally  ;  it  would  mean,  that  of  the 
two  little  stone  houses  in  the  midle  of  the  Bridge,  the  one  on 
his  right  hand  as  he  crossed  into  the  town,  was  the  Gaol,  and 
the  other  on  his  left  was  the  Chapel,  But  Camden's  comment 
on  this  description  rather  perplexes  than  elucidates  the  mean- 
ing ;  for  he  seems  to  identify  the  right  hand  house  on  the 
Bridge,  with  Whitehall  which,  though  close  to  the  river, 
had  no  connexion  with  the  Bridge.  In  Stukeley's  map,  the 
disused  Chapel  is  placed  near  the  water,  helow  the  Bridge,  not 
upon  it.  These  particulars  are  further  alluded  to  elsewhere. 
IV.     WHITEHALL.  In   One    of   the    Earliest   Manucripts 

(Hen  III.)  occurs  the  name  of  "Johannes  Albe  de  Ivelcestra." 
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This  John  White  appears  to  have  been  the  owner  of  various 
messuages  and  tenements  in  the  town.  To  another  deed  of 
about  the  same  time,  he  was  an  attesting  witness.  On  these 
two  occasions  only,  does  the  name  of  Albe,  or  White,  appear. 
He  may  possibly  have  been  the  last  surviving  male  of  his  race ; 
and  in  default  of  male  issue,  or  (agreeably  to  the  prevalent 
notion  of  the  age)  for  his  soul's  welfare,  may  have  bequeathed 
his  house  of  residence  and  other  property  in  Ivelcester,  to  the 
Church,  for  religious  uses.  For  in  another  record,  dated  1304, 
the  first  mention  occurs  in  these  deeds  of  a  Religious  House, 
or  Nunnery,  called  Albe  Aule,  White  Hall.  And  in  subsequent 
agreements  the  Prioress  of  this  Conventual  House  is  frequently 
alluded  to — 1346  to  1429.  Once  she  is  designated  Prioress  of 
Nywehalle,  New  Hall ;  perhaps  from  the  circumstance  of  her 
Convent  having  been  recently  enlarged  or  rebuilt.  The  Con- 
vent or  Nunnery  of  Whitehall,  occupied  a  narrow  belt  of 
ground  extending  from  the  River,  parallel  with  the  Road,  as 
far  as  the  present  Farm  House,  formerly  the  well  known 
Castle  Inn.  It's  precincts  must  have  been  confined,  and 
hemmed  in  on  the  North  and  West  sides  by  the  Town  Wall. 
The  front  of  the  building  was  towards  Chepstrete,  facing  the 
Church  of  St  Mary  the  Less,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 
When  Dr.  Stukeley  wrote,  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  last 
century,  there  no  doubt  remained  some  portion  of  the  old  Con- 
vent building;  for  little  more  than  a  century  earlier,  in  1604,  a 
tenement  is  described  as  "  belonging  to  Whitehall,"  In  his 
Plan  of  Ivelchester,  is  depicted  a  house  of  some  kind,  standing 
on  the  angle  of  ground  projecting  towards  the  River  (now  used 
as  a  Rick  Barton)  which  he  miscalls  Whitechapel.  The  genuine 
name  Whitehall,  however,  has  been  faithfully  handed  down  by 
tradition  to  this  day ;  and  is  still  familiar  to  the  memory  of 
many  aged  persons  in  the  Parish.  * 

*  An  interesting  History  of  tliis,  and  otter  Somersetshire    Nunneries,  is 
in  preparation  by  the  Revd.  Thos,  Hugo. 
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V.  THE  FRIARY.  In  Wcst  Strete,  facing  the  Almshouse,  was 
the  East  Gate  of  entrance  to  the  House  of  the  Franciscan  or 
Gray  Friars,  otherwise  called  the  Preaching  Friars ;  and  over 
against  the  end  of  the  Lane  which  bounds  the  Almshouse  on 
the  South,  stood  the  Friary  itself.  There  is  an  accurate  des- 
cription of  this  locality  given  in  the  Deed  of  Foundation,  and 
in  some  others,  which  mark  out  with  precision  the  Almshouse 
premises.  Stukeley  was  correct  in  his  remark,  that "  the  re- 
ligious (meaning  the  Friars)  had  extended  their  bounds  beyond 
the  city" ;  for  no  doubt,  the  precincts  of  the  Friary  comprised 
that  angle  of  ground  beyond  the  Wall,  shut  in  between  Pill 
Bridge  Lane  and  the  high  Road.  Two  quotations  will  suffice 
to  determine  the  precise  position  of  the  Friary,  In  1424,  one 
John  Abbot  grants  to  Alexander  de  la  Lynde  and  others,  "  a 
piece  of  ground  in  Yevelchester,  situate  at  the  end  of  Venella, 
otherwise  Abbey  Lane,  just  opposite  the  House  of  the 
Preaching  Friars  of  the  same  place."  Again,  the  position  of 
the  Almshouse  is  thus  exactly  described,  "  exopposito  Portae 
Orientali  Fratrum  Praedicatorum,"  over  against  the  East  Gate 
of  the  Friars  Preachers.  1477.  The  East  Gate,  and  the 
House  to  which  it  was  the  Portal,  were  consequently  near  to 
each  other,  and  both  within  the  Walls  of  the  Town  :  though 
D''  Stukeley's  Plan  also  exhibits  some  extra  mural  buildings 
in  connexion  with  this  Monastic  Foundation.  There  are  now 
no  vestiges  of  The  Friary  existing  above  ground.  But  prior  to 
the  Reformation,  it  was  no  doubt  a  fine  and  striking  pile  of 
building,  Camden  leads  us  to  infer  as  much  when,  alluding 
to  this  Monastery,  he  says — "  the  remains  of  the  Priory 
Church,  whose  North  Transept  is  used  for  spinning  silk,  shew 
it  to  have  been  magnificent.  It  belonged  to  a  House  of  Friers 
Preachers,  or  Grey  Friers,  founded  before  the  Eleventh  of 
Edward  the  First."  Leland's  allusion  to  the  Friary  is  very 
brief — "Ther  was  also  a  late  a  House  of  Freres  yn  this  toune." 
At  the  Dissolution,  the  Friary  shared  the  common  fate  of  other 
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Religious  Houses :  the  building  was  dismantled,  and  partially- 
ruined,  and  the  ground  on  which  it  stood  was  sold.  "  On  the 
fourth  day  of  July  1545,  the  King  granted  to  William  Hodgys 
of  Myddelchynnock  in  the  Co.  of  Somerset,  and  to  William 
Hodgys  of  London,  son  of  the  former,  and  their  heirs,  for  the 
sum  of  £695.  0.  5d.  the  site  of  the  Monastery  of  the  Grey  Friars 
of  Ivellchester,  29  Messuages  in  the  Town  of  Bridgwater 
lately  belonging  to  the  Hospital  of  S*  John  in  that  Town,  &c. 
The  property  in  Ivellchester  was  reckoned  of  the  clear  annual 
value  of  13'  and  4"^."  Hugo.  Buckland  Pri. 
VI.  THE  CHURCHES  OF  IvELCESTER.  There  is  a  prevailing 
notion,  that  the  town  of  Ivelcester  was  anciently  crowded 
with  a  fabulous  number  of  Churches.  And  even  Collinson, 
adopting  the  previous  "  they  say "  of  Stukeley,  refers  to  the 
number  sixteen  as  a  not  improbable  quota.  But  no  evidence 
whatever  is  produced  in  support  of  this  exaggerated  com- 
putation. If  numerous  Churches  had  been  in  reality  erected 
and  endowed  there,  and  even  afterwards  demolished,  some 
kind  of  record  of  the  fact  beyond  mere  tradition,  must  have 
survived  their  demolition.  The  names  at  least,  would  turn  up 
in  Ecclesiastical  Terriers.  Leland,  in  1540,  states — "  there 
hath  bene  in  horainum  memoria  four  Paroclie  Chirchis  yn  the 
toune,  whereof  one  yet  is  occupied.  Tokens  of  the  other  two 
yet  stond ;  and  the  fourth  is  clene  yn  ruine."  He  further  says, 
'•  There  is  a  fre  *  chapelle  in  the  toune,  the  baksyde  whereof 
cummith  to  the  ryver  syde,  even  hard  bynethe  the  bridge,  and 
ther  joynith  a  right  praty  mansion  house  to  this  chapelle,  I 
have  hard  that  many  yeres  syns  ther  was  a  Nunry  wher 
this  chappelle  is."  Hence  perhaps,  D'  Stukeley  derived  the 
name  of  Whitechapel,  which  he  gave  to  the  building  standing 
*here  in  his  time.  Camden  writes,  some 

*  This  was  no  doubt,  the  Chapel  of  the  old  Nunnery  of  Whitehall,  converted 
into  a  Free  Chapel  after  the  Dissolution  of  that  Foundation.  I  think  too,  that 
Camden  must  have  reckoned  this  as  one  of  his  Six  Churches. 
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fifty  years  after  Leland,  "^  There  was  not  less  than  six  Churches 
in  this  town.  The  present  Parish  Church  is  very  mean,  but 
has  an  Octagon  Tower  and  a  North  Chapel," 
That  there  were  Five  Churches  in  Ivelcester  during  some  part 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  may  be  proved  satisfactorily  from  docu- 
ments in  the  Muniment  office  at  Wells.  They  will  demon- 
strate this  fact ;  that  the  Dues  of  Five  Churches  or  Parishes 
are,  even  at  the  present  time,  chargeable  in  the  shape  of  Pro- 
curations and  Paschals  upon  the  Rector  of  Ilchester.  These 
five  Churches  are  thus  designated.  1.  S*  Mary  Major.  2. 
St  Mary  Minor.  3.  S*  Michael.  4.  S'  John.  5,  S'  Peter. 
1.  St.  Mary  Major:  Now  the  sole  remaining,  and  the 
I'arish  Church.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  case,  as  far 
back  as  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eight.  The  present  Church 
was  the  only  one  "  occupied"  when  Leland  visited  Ilchester ; 
the  others  were  in  ruins.  This  Church  is  cited  in  two  Deeds, 
dated  1402.  1403,  as  "the  Church  of  the  blessed  S*  Mary 
Major."  It  is  a  small  building  of  rather  mean  and  dilapidated 
appearance.  Indeed  Camden,  as  we  have  just  seen,  denounced 
it  as  "very  mean"  nearly  three  hundred  years  ago  :  Perhaps 
he  dealt  uncharitably  with  the  venerable  Mother  Church,  Yet 
portions  of  it  are  of  great  Antiquity.  The  Tower  is  early 
English,  and  its  date  may  certainly  be  carried  back  six 
hundred  years,  or  more.  It  is  an  Octagon  of  solid  pro- 
portions, supported  by  massive  buttresses;  devoid  of  ornament 
throughout ;  and  in  it's  upper  compartment  pierced  with 
simple  lancet  openings  to  admit  light  to  the  staircase  and 
Belfry.  But  in  the  year  1611,  it's  South  Side  was  grievously 
mutilated  and  disfigured,  in  order  to  provide  a  Staircase  to  a 
Gallery,  then  first  erected  in  the  Church.  The  Chancel 

is  of  early  date,  though  less  ancient  than  the  Tower.     The 
f-  The  words  in  Italics  are  not  found  in  the  Edition  of  1789  ;  but  Camden 
there  alludes  to  four  and  to  two  Chxirches,  leading  his  readers  to  infer  that 
there  were  Six. 
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East  Window  is  pointed,  has  a  narrow  triple  light,  and  three 
cusped  openings  over  the  triplet.  Though  a  handsome  in- 
terior window  of  its  kind,  there  is  yet  observable  a  clumsy 
solidity  in  the  piers  and  mullions,  betokening  an  early  period 
of  transition  from  the  severe  to  the  more  decorated  style. 
This  window,  which  had  been  filled  up  in  two  different  stages, 
and  then  completely  concealed  inside  by  plaster,  was  reopened 
a  few  years  since.  The  first  blocking  up,  of  the  lower  half, 
disclosed  evidence  of  ruthless  handling;  the  side  pillars  having 
been  violently  torn  away,  and  broken  up  to  help  fill  in  the 
cavity;  a  memento,  it  may  be,  of  the  troublous  era  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  spring  of  the  arch  on  either  side,  is  decorated 
at  the  extremity  of  the  moulding  with  the  head  of  a  king  and 
a  Bishop,  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  The  North  and 
South  windows  are  later  insertions ;  and  the  oak  wainscotting 
lining  the  lower  part  of  the  walls,  shows  the  date  of  1673. 
The  Nave  has  at  some  former  period,  anterior  probably  to  the 
Reformation,  undergone  extensive  alteration.  This  is  apparent 
on  a  casual  examination  of  the  exterior  walls.  All  the  windows 
have  the  appearance  of  being  after  insertions,  to  judge  from 
the  vertical  lines  in  the  masonry.  They  are  late  perpendicular, 
of  a  very  common  character.  The  small  North  Transept  is  of 
the  same  late  style,  but  contains  some  richly  ornamented 
Canopied  niches.  This  interior,  however,  was  either  left  in  an 
unfinished  state,  or  the  tracery  must  have  been  subjected  here- 
tofore to  very  extensive  injury.  The  groined  roof  has  entirely 
disappeared  ;  or  possibly,  the  work  was  never  carried  up  above 
the  springs  for  the  ribbed  arches  which  still  remain.  It  must 
be  confessed,  that  this  mean  looking  (Camdenice  very  mean) 
diminutive  Church,  reflects  little  credit  on  the  old  County 
Town,  in  these  days  of  universal  Church  restoration.  But  in 
extenuation  it  may  justly  be  pleaded,  that  the  pecuniary 
difiiculties  besetting  the  question  of  its  rebuilding  are  of  more 
than  ordinary  magnitude. 
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2.  S'  Mary  Minor.  Opposite  the  Whitehall, 
in  Chepstrete,  and  not  far  removed  from  the  River,  stood 
the  Church  of  S*  Mary  the  Less.  D'  Stukeley  has  certainly 
misapprehended  the  position  of  this  edifice ;  which  he  calls 
Little  S'  Mary's  Chapel;  and  places  (in  his  plan)  on  a 
small  promontory  thrown  up  by  the  action  of  the  stream 
at  the  centre  of  the  Bridge,  on  the  East  side:  deeming  it 
probably  to  have  been  a  Way-side  Chapel,  similar  in  character 
to  the  beautiful  Chantry  on  Wakefield  Bridge.  But  the 
true  site  of  this  Church  is  very  accurately  determined  in  two 
of  the  Almshouse  Deeds.  It  is  "  in  Chepstrete  " ;  "  opposite 
to  a  certain  tenement  which  adjoins  the  House  of  the 
Prioress  of  White  Hall."  1346.  And  further,  the  same 
burgage  is  represented,  in  1370,  to  be  "  in  the  public  street  of 
Yevelchester,  over  against  the  Church  of  the  Blessed  Mary, 
adjoining  the  burgage  of  Mary  the  Prioress  of  Nywehalle". 
We  might  now  look  for  the  site  of  S*  Mary  Minor  on  the 
Lawn  of  M'  Harris's  garden,  somewhere  between  that  gentle- 
man's house  and  the  River.  A  very  fine  Yew  formerly  grew 
near  the  spot,  which  from  its  large  dimensions,  might  be  sup- 
posed to  represent  the  growth  of  several  centuries ;  though 
bearing  no  outward  impress  of  extreme  antiquity.  It  is  not  a 
fanciful  surmise,  that  this  fine  Yew  tree  may  once  have  over- 
shadowed the  walls  of  Little  S*  Mary's  Church. 

3.  S'  Michael.  S'  Michael's  Church  is  not  alluded 
to  in  the  Almshouse  MSS,  But  Leland,  in  his  quaint 
manner,  gives  this  curious  description  of  the  sacred  edifice. 
The  greatest  token  of  auncient  building  that  I  saw  yn  al  the 
toune  ys  a  stone  gate  archid  and  voltid,  and  a  chapelle  or 
Chirch  of  S'  Michael  over  it."  If  this  is  a  true  account  of 
S'  Michael's  Church  at  Ilchester,  it  was  what  is  technically 
known  as  a  Hanging  Chapel;  similar  to  the  specimen  which  is 
still  in  existence  at  Langport :  though  in  the  latter  instance, 
the  Chapel  was  long  ago  diverted  from  its  original  purpose. 
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and  turned  into  a  Free  Grammar  School.  Leland  gives  no 
clue  to  guide  his  readers  with  respect  to  the  situation  of  this 
Gate ;  but  leaves  them  in  doubt,  whether  it  might  be  one  of 
the  four  Wall  Gates,  or  some  arched  and  vaulted  building 
more  centrally  placed  within  the  town. 

4.  S'  John,  Neither  does  the  name  of  this  Church 
occur  in  the  Deeds.  But  it  is  well  known  that  the  advowson 
of  S*  John's  at  Ivelcester,  was  in  the  patronage  of  the  Abbots 
of  Muchelney.  The  following  entry  appears  in  the  Taxatio  of 
Pope  Nicholas  IV.  A.D.  1291.  "  Decanatus  Ivelcestr.' 
Ivelcestr.*  P'och'  S'ci  Joh'is,"  Deanery  of  Ivelcester.  Ivel- 
cester, Parish  of  S'  John."  (Hugo.  Much.  Abb.)  It  is  not  re- 
corded in  what  part  of  the  Town  this  Church  was  placed. 

5.  S'  Peter.  No  express  mention  is  made  of  the 
Church  of  S'  Peter.  But  one  of  the  Deeds  points  out  indirectly, 
though  with  a  considerable  degree  of  certainty,  the  former 
situation  of  this  Church.  It  refers  to  the  Cross  of  S*  Peter. 
The  date  is  1405,  and  the  document  runs  thus  ;  Cristiana 
Spensere  to  John  Drapere,  a  piece  of  ground  in  Chepstrete  in 
in  the  town  of  Yevilchester,  formerly  built  upon,  near  the 
Cross  of  S*  Peter  \  being  18  feet  long  and  16  wide,  beneath 
the  Walls,  Chepstrete  terminated  at  the  South  Gate  ;  and 
the  Cross  here  designated,  near  which  lay  this  piece  of  ground 
"  beneath  the  Walls,"  must  consequently  have  stood  near  the 
Wall  Gate,  either  on  the  right  or  the  left  hand  side  of  Chep- 
strete. The  Church  and  the  Cross  would  be  close  together, 
or  at  no  great  distance  from  each  other.  It  may  therefore  be 
considered  certain,  that  the  site  of  the  Cross,  and  consequently, 
of  the  Church  of  S'  Peter,  if  it  lay  on  the  West  side  of  the 
street,  was  at  the  end  of  the  present  Rectory  Garden  ;  if  it  lay 
to  the  East,  was  in  the  Orchard  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
road. 

It  appears  then  that  there  is  proof  more  or  less  complete, 
of  the  existence  of  all  the  Five  Churches  the  names  of  which 
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are  to  be  found  in  Diocesan  records.  If  at  some  still  earlier 
date,  Churches  flourished  in  greater  abundance,  they  must 
have  been  utterly  swept  away,  without  leaving  a  trace  or  even 
a  name  behind. 

VII.  Some  particulars  relating  to  the  rectory  op  ilchester. 
In  two  Deeds,  dated  in  the  first  year  of  Edward  the  Second, 
A.D.  1307.  allusions  are  made  to  a  glebe  field  in  the  Manor 
of  Soke  Deneys,  belonging  to  the  Rector  of  Ilchester :  "  a 
meadow  belonging  to  the  Rector  of  the  same  ville  on  the 
East."  And  again — "  between  a  field  of  the  Parson  on  the 
East."  (See  Deeds  15,  16)  This  glebe  has  been  long  severed 
from  the  Rectory.  It  was  most  likely  commuted  ages  ago,  for 
the  small  yearly  money-payment  now  payable  to  the  Incum- 
bents of  Ilchester  out  of  the  Manor  of  Sock  Dennis. 

Extract  from  the  Parish  Register,  relating  to  the  Ilchester 
Glebe  situate  at  Urgesay,  in  the  Parish  of  West  Camel. 
"  1725,  This  year  was  finished  the  purchase  of  the  Estate  at 
Urgesay  bought  as  an  Augmentation  to  this  Rectory  of 
Ivelchester  by  the  charitable  munificence  of  the  Lady  Moyer 
of  the  City  of  London  &  ye  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne  of  blessed 
&  glorious  memory — Each  contributing  £200,  George  Hooper 
Bishop  of  the  Diocess.     Ri*^  Harris  Rect." 

So  recently  as  the  year  1840,  the  old  Rectory  House 
stood  within  the  Churchyard,  and  so  close  to  the  Tower  at  its 
North  angle,  as  to  leave  only  a  narrow  passage  for  access  to 
the  North  side  of  the  Church.  In  that  year  the  Burial 
ground  was  considerably  enlarged,  the  unsightly  and  obstruc- 
tive glebe-house  was  taken  down,  and  the  ground  on  which  it 
stood  was  included  in  the  Churchyard,

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VIII.  CROSSES.  Only  two  are  luentioned. 
1.  The  Cross  of  S*  Peter,  in  Cliepstrete.  In  1405,  Cristiana 
Spensere  grants  to  John  Drapere  a  piece  of  ground  in  Chep- 
strete,  near  the  Cross  of  S'  Peter  infra  Muros,  under  the 
Walls.  The  approximate  site  of  the  Cross  of  S'  Peter,  has 
already  been  adverted  to — Section  VI.  The  condition  of  the 
Tenure  is  specified  thus — "by  paying  thenceforth  yearly,  to 
the  Burgesses  of  Yevilchester  one  farthing"  at  Christmas.  This 
is  the  earliest  notice  taken  in  these  MSS.  of  the  Burgesses  of 
Ivelcester.  2.  The  Cross  in  the 
Market  Place  near  the  Shambles:  Mesuagium  ...  ex 
opposito  Cruci  in  Mercato  juxta  les  Shameles  ejusdeni  ville. 
1427.  It  is  almost  needless  to  observe,  that  the  existing 
Cross,  or  rather,  substitute  for  a  Cross,  is  quite  a  modern 
invention ;  and  was  not,  I  suspect,  erected  on  the  identical 
spot  at  the  junction  of  the  streets,  occupied  by  the  ancient 
Market  Cross. 

IX.  THE  ALMSHOUSE.  The  Deed  of  Foundation 
bears  date  March  12,  1426,  the  fourth  year  of  King  Henry 
the  Sixth.  The  Founder  was  Robert  Veel ;  who  vests  in 
certain  Trustees  named  in  the  Deed,  his  Manor  of  Stoke- 
lynche  Maudeleyne,  and  all  his  other  lands  and  tenements  in 
Stokelynche  Ostriser,  Yevelchester,  Sock,  Lymyngton,  North- 
over,  Somerton  Erleighe,  and  in  the  Parish  of  Somerton ;  to 
endow  an  Almshouse,  lately  erected  by  him  at  Yevelchester, 
for  the  maintenance  of  "  Five  at  least.  Six  or  Seven  poor  men, 
infirm,  broken  down  with  old  age,  and  unable  to  work."  For 
a  term  of  Fifty  years,  one  Moiety  of  the  Rents  and  profits 
was  to  be  set  apart,  and  deposited  either  in  the  Abbey  of 
Muchelney,  or  the  Priory  of  Montacute,  to  accumulate  a 
Fund  for  the  Amortisement  of  the  Charity  Estates.  At  the 
end  of  Fifty  years,  the  Royal  Licence  of  Mortmain  having 
been  obtained,  (or  earlier,  if  that  obligation  were  sooner  ful- 
filled) the  Trustees,  or  the  Survivors  of  them,  were  to  transfer 
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their  Trusteeship  to  the  Bailiffs  [and  Burgesses]  of  Yevelches- 
ter.  Accordingly,  at  the  expiration  of  Fifty  years,  the  Transfer 
was  duly  effected  to  the  Bailiffs  and  Burgesses,  by  Swanne's 
Indenture  dated  February  12th  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  King 
Edward  the  Fourth,  1477.  The  name 

of  Robert  Veel.  is  discovered  first  in  a  Deed  dated  1386. 
Subsequently,  in  1398,  he  figures  as  an  attesting  witness,  and 
Notary,  Roberto  Veel  qui  hoc  scripsit — an  addition  that  might 
lead  to  the  inference  of  his  having  been  a  Scrivener  by  occu- 
pation. In  the  various  and  complex  transactions  con- 
nected with  the  acquisition  of  the  Almshouse  property,  during 
a  period  of  more  than  forty  years — from  1386  to  1429— ap- 
pears the  name  of  Robert  Veel.  On  two  occasions, 
March  5  and  6,  1416,  the  affix  "Senior!"  occurs  after  the 
name  Roberto  Veel ;  an  addition  implying  the  existence  of  a 
"  Junior  "  of  the  same  name  ;  perhaps  a  son.  In  which  case, 
it  is  quite  possible,  that  the  son  may  have  been  ultimately  the 
agent  in  carrying  out  the  charitable  intentions  and  will  of  his 
Father.  There  are  however,  no  more  tangible  grounds  that 
I  am  aware  of,  for  this  supposition,  than  the  length  of  time 
over  which  these  transfers  of  property  extended,  and  the  two- 
fold occurrence  of  the  epithet  Senior.  The  leading  fact  is 
beyond  question,  namely,  that  Robert  Veel  either  by  his  own 
act  and  deed,  or  though  the  agency  of  his  successor,  was  the 
real  and  undoubted  Benefactor  to  whom  the  Community  of 
Ilchester  is  indebted,  for  the  munificent  gift  of  their  Alms- 
house Charity.  An  impression  of  the  Seal  of  Robert  Veel  is 
attached  to  the  Deed  of  Foundation,  and  to  most  of  the  other 
deeds  of  this  date.  The  Symbol  or  Crest  is  a  veritable  Calf. 
The  Estate  of  the  Ilchester  Almshouse  Charity  consists  of  one 
hundred  and  ninety  seven  acres,  and  seven  perches,  of  rich 
and  valuable  land ;  lying  principally  in  the  Parishes  of  Stock- 
linch  Magdalen  and  Stocklinch  Ottersey ;  but  thirty  six  acres 
lie  scattered  in  five  other  Parishes.     Of  these  lauds,  113  acres 
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are  noyr  in  hand,  and  34  acres  leased  out  on  lives.

The  present  gross  Income  of  the  Charity  is  about 
£300  per  annum.  The  Almshouse  is  a  plain  modern  building, 
without  the  slightest  pretension  to  good  looks.  It  was  rebuilt 
on  the  site  of  the  former  dilapidated  House,  in  the  year  1810, 
The  number  of  Almsmen  varies,  according  to  the  state  of  the 
Charity  funds,  from  ten  to  eighteen.  Besides  lodging,  clothing, 
and  fuel,  each  Almsman  receives  four  shillings  weekly.  The 
surplus  Funds  of  the  Charity  are  appropriated  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  maintenance  of  the  National  School;  for 
which  purpose  a  sum  of  Fifty  pounds  is  set  apart.  After  the 
payment  of  this  special  grant,  any  remaining  surplus  at  some 
future  time,  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  Education 
generally,  in  the  Parish  of  Ilchester. 

X,    THE  CORPORATION.  Ivclcestcr  was  a  Corporate 

Town  from  very  early  times.  Yet  the  Charters  granted  by 
successive  sovereigns  appear  to  have  been  forfeited  on  several 
occasions,  through  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants,  aggravated 
by  destructive  fires  and  other  casualties,  and  the  consequent 
inability  of  the  Corporate  body  to  pay  their  allotted  Fine  into 
the  Royal  Exchequer.  The  Preamble  of  the  existing  Charter, 
granted  in  the  reign  of  Philip  and  Mary,  points  to  these  in- 
digent circumstances,  while  referring  to  previous  Charters  and 
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assigning  the  reasons  of  their  lapse.  The  Corporation  as  no\f 
constituted,  is  composed  of  a  Bailiff  and  twelve  Capital  Bur- 
gesses. Under  previous  Charters  the  Burgesses  had  been 
presided  over  by  two  Bailiffs — 1427,  1477.  The  names  of  the 
Bailiffs  who  held  office  during  the  erection  and  endowment 
of  the  Almshouse,  are  preserved  in  some  Deeds  of  that  time.

The  last  named,  were  the  Bailiffs  to  whom  Richard  Swanne 
Canon  of  Wells,  and  his  Co-Trustees,  transferred  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Almshouse  property.  An  Indenture  of  the 
time  of  Henry  the  Eight,  1538,  opens  with  this  enumeration 
of  Civic  Dignitaries— "  To  all  Christs'  Faithful  .  .  . 
John  Cuffe,  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Yevelchester,  and 
Superintendent  of  all  the  lands  and  tenements  belonging  to 
the  Almshouse  in  Yevelchester  aforesaid ;  and  Thomas  Haw- 
kere  Head  Steward  of  the  same  House  ;  also  William  Ray- 
monde  Bailiff  of  the  said  House ;  and  the  whole  Community 
of  the  same  Town  ....  wish  health  in  the  Lord,  ever- 
lasting." Time  has  laid  a  heavy  hand  on  the  honours  and 
privileges  of  this  Venerable  Body.  The  Reform  Bill,  at  one 
fell  blow  reduced  it  to  political  nonentity  ;  and  the  Corpora 
tion  of  Ilchester  may  now  be  said  to  be  kept  alive,  solely  by  its 
relations  with  the  noble  bequest  of  Robert  Veel. 
In  the  year  1858,  a  material  change  was  effected  in  the  Trus- 
teeship of  the  Ilchester  Almshouse  Charity.  Under  the 
auspices  of  Her  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  Nine  additional 
Trustees,  not  being  members  of  the  Corporation,  -were  nomi- 
nated to  act  with  the  Bailiff  and  Burgesses.  Together  they 
constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Bailiff,  in  virtue  of  his 
office,  is  Chairman,  when  present,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.

And  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  Charity  Property, 
are  regulated  in  accordance  with  a  Scheme  propounded  by  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls. 

The  Bailiffs  and  Burgesses  of  Ilchester,  were  the  sole  Trustees 
of  this  fine  charity  for  the  lengthened  period  of  381  years ; 
from  the  12'''  of  February  1477,  to  the  5'''  of  August  1858. 
XI.     THE  GAOL.  An  old  Prison  is  thus  incidentally 

alluded  to,  in  1429.  "  William  Borde  to  William  Boneville 
Kn*,  Robert  Veel,"  and  others ;  "  a  burgage  not  at  present 
built  upon,  in  Yevelchester,  near  the  spot  now  commonly 
used  as  the  Market  Place ;  situate  between  a  tenement  of  the 
Prioress  of  Whitehall  inhabited  by  William  Tancarde  on  the 
North  and  a  tenement  once  belonging  to  John  Cole  of  Brugge- 
watere  on  the  West,  in  which  the  Gaol  for  Prisoners  was  wont 
from  ancient  times  to  be."  Witnessed  by  Rich*^  Purye  and 
Thomas  Seymour,  Bailiffs  of  the  Town  of  Yevelchester.  1429. 
The  County  Gaol  was  subsequently  removed  to  opposite  side 
of  the  River.  Leland's  description  of  the  Prison,  is 

by  no  means  clear.  "  I  entered  Ilchester  (he  says)  over  a 
great  stone  bridge  of  seven  arches,  in  the  middle  whereof  were 
two  little  houses  of  stone,  one  on  the  right  hand  where  the  Com- 
mon Gaol  is  for  Prisoners  in  Somersetshire ;  the  other  house 
is  on  the  left  hand  ;  the  lesser  of  both  seemed  to  me  to  have 
been  a  Chapel,"  Did  Leland  intend  these  words  "  where  the 
Common  Gaol  is  for  Prisoners  "  as  a  parenthesis  ?  Meaning 
merely,  that  the  Gaol  was  on  his  right  hand  as  he  crossed  the 
Bridge — as  it  in  fact  would  have  appeared  to  him,  if  it  were 
then  removed  to  the  North  side  of  the  River  ?  The  stone 
house  on  theBridge  could  have  been  little  more  capacious 
than  a  modern  lock-up ;  and  quite  inadequate  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  County  prison.  Camden  evidently  did  not 
understand  that  the  "  little  stone  house "  at  the  right,  was 
intended  by  Leland  as  the  Gaol;  for  he  says — "  Near  it 
(Whitehall)  was  a  house  of  lepers.     If  this  be  not  Leland's 
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house  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Bridge,  that  is  quite  gone ;  but 
his  Chapel  on  the  left  is  still  a  dwelling  house," 
In  1843,  the  Prison  establishment  was  transferred  to  Taunton; 
the  building  itself  was  sold,  and  the  materials  carried  away ; 
and  a  garden  now  covers  the  space  which  the  once  famed 
Ilchester  Castle  for  centuries  filled. 

XII.      HOSPITAL    OF    ST   JOHN    BAPTIST    AT   BATH. 

This  Brotherhood  possessed  lands  and  tenements  in  and 
near  the  Town  of  Ivelcester,  A  small  field  in  Ilchester  mead, 
adjoining  the  Glebe,  is  still  the  Freehold  of  the  Bath  Hospital, 
and  is  known  as  "  The  Bath  Hospital  Piece."  It  is  held  by 
Lease,  under  The  Master  Co-Brethren  and  Sisters  of  S'  John's 
Hospital,  Bath,  the  Reversioners,  Two  larger  fields  adjacent 
to  the  Great  mead,  called  the  Great  and  Little  Spital,  probably 
belonged  once  to  the  same  community. 

In  the  1386,  John  Aysshwyke  master  of  the  House  of  the 
Hospital  (or  Hospital-House)  of  S'  John  the  Baptist  at  Bath, 
and  the  assembled  Brethren  of  the  same  House,  appoint 
Robert  Veel  and  John  Churcheman  their  attorneys,  to  deliver 
full  possession  to  William  Whyttoke  of  a  messuage  in  Yevel- 
chester.  Ivvelchester  Field,  1327.  West  Field,  1387,  These 
names  apply  to  the  extensive  tract  of  Meadow  afterwards 
known  as  the  Great  Mead ;  which  lay  then  and  for  centuries 
after,  unenclosed,  "  Two  acres  of  Meadow  in  the  West  Field 
of  the  same  town,  of  the  tenure  of  Socke  Denys"  1387.  Por- 
tions of  it  are  thus  distinguished,  Bridemere ;  Godacre ;  Botes- 
mede  or  Fotemede — 1327.  The  name  of  the  last  mentioned 
close  of  land  still  survives  under  the  modification  of  Foots  or 
Footmead. 

The  Hospital  of  S'  John  possessed  common  rights  in  the  West 
Field,  or  Great  Mead ;  and  when  the  enclosure  of  Ilchester 
Mead  was  effected  by  Lord  Huntingtower  in  1809,  a  portion 
of  the  enclosed  Meadow  was  allotted  in  the  customary  way,  to 
the  Master  and  Co-Brethren,  in  lieu  of  those  Common  rights. 
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This  is   the  Close   already  described  as  the   "  Bath   Hospital 
Piece." 

XIII.       ANCIENT  FAMILIES.       HERWARD. 

This  name,  which  gives  out  a  genuine  Saxon  ring,  fre- 
quently occurs  in  the  oldest  of  the  Deeds ;  and  first,  in  that 
supposed  to  be  coeval  with  the  reign  of  King  John.  The 
Herwards  were  a  Family  of  considerable  note  in  Ivelcester,  in 
a  Century  (the  IS*'*)  when  Ivelcester  itself  was  the  most  im- 
portant Town  in  the  County.  Succeeding  generations  of  them 
became  ownei's  also  of  Estates  in  the  adjacent  Parishes  of 
Lymyngton  and  Yevelton.  The  name  appears  often  and 
prominently,  in  the  earliest  MSS.  but  at  longer  intervals  in 
the  14*1*  century.  It  disappears  altogether  after  1402.  This 
Family  can  be  traced  in  direct  lineal  succession  from  King 
John  to  Edward  III.

And 
because  my  seal  is  unknown  to  very  many,  I  have  provided 
that  the  Seal  of  William  Whyttoke  of  Yevelchestre,  be  affixed 
to  these  presents.  And  I  the  aforesaid  William  Whyttoke,  at 
the  Special  request  of  the  same  John  Herewarde  of  Yeveltone, 
have  caused  my  Seal  to  be  affixed  in  testimony  of  the  premisses. 
In  the  presence  of  these  witnesses.  John  Wike  of  Nynehead 
&c,  (N"  86)  April.  12,  1402.  The  Family  had  now  sunk  into 
obscurity  ;  and  this  is  the  last  occasion  on  which  the  name 
appears  in  these  Deeds.  This  true  Saxon  name  is  not 
unknown  in  English  History,  The  fugitive  Saxons  who,  after 
the  Norman  invasion,  betook  themselves  to  the  Fen  district 
around  the  Isle  of  Ely,  are  said  to  have  been  led  by  a  Here- 
ward ;  and  under  the  guidance  of  their  brave  fellow  country- 
man, to  have  maintained  for  several  years  in  that  desolate 
country,  a  desperate  but  unavailing  struggle  for  independence 
with  their  Norman  foes. 
2.  SPEGETON,  SPEKETOME.  Sppckington. 
The  name  of  H,  de  Spegeton  appears,  with  Herward's,  in  the 
oldest  MS  :  but  incidentally,  as  an  owner  of  adjoining  lands. 
The  surname  is  found  a  second  time  with  a  slight  variation  in 
the  spelling,  in  a  deed  of  the  32'^  of  Edw.  I.  1304.  «  To  all 
the  Faithful  in  Christ,  Thomas  de  Speketone  son  and  heir  of 
Henry  de  Speketone,  Health  in  the  Lord  .  .  •  .  .  To 
Walter  Cole  of  Ivelcester,  a  tenement  in  Ivelcester,  situate 
towards  the  North  Gate  of  the  Town,  to  the  East  of  White- 
hall; which  Thomas  Axtil  formerly  occupied,  and  which  was 
given  to  William  surnamed  le  Cartere  in  Free  Marriage  with 
Matilda  daughter  of  William  de  Speketone,"  &c.  Speckington 
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is  a  Tithing  of  the  Parish  of  Yeovilton ;  and  the  Manor  of 
Speckington  belongs  to  the  Bishops  of  Bath  and  Wells, 

3,  Names  of  other  Ilchester  Families,  appearing  in  the 
Almshouse  Deeds.  Triz  or  Tryz,  Albe,  Cole,  Tessun  or 
Teissun,  Carter,  le  Bere,  le  Broke,  Ryponne,  Seymour, 
Salisbury  or  Salesbury,  Cuffe,  Fletcher,  Boucher,  Fysshe, 
Bryce,  Whyttoke,  Mascalle,  Baker,  Newton,  Draper,  Trot  or 
Trut,  Curteys,  Roucetre,  Glainville,  Hawes,  Fauconer,  Chep- 
man,  Tremaylle,  Yartecombe,  Raymonde,  Hogges  or  Hodges, 
Lockyer.  Frampton. 

4.  Robert  Veel.  The  following  particulars  relating  to 
Robert  Veel  and  his  Family,  are  to  be  found  in  Hutchins's 
History  of  Dorset;  and  were  communicated  to  me  by  a  friend. 
Robert  Veel,  or  Veale,  is  styled  "of  Mapoudre."  Of  his  origin 
and  descent  nothing  is  stated  ;  but  in  the  40th  Edw.  111.  1367, 
John  Russell  of  Mapoudre  and  Agnes  his  wife,  gave  by 
Charter  to  Robert  Veel  and  his  heirs,  certain  lands  in  Mapou- 
dre and  Melcombe.  By  a  deed  of  the  6th  of  Henry  IV.  the 
land  seems  to  have  consisted  of  about  100  acres.  In  the  15th 
of  Henry  VI,  one  of  the  Family  conveyed  these  lands  to  John 
Coker  of  Mapovi^der  and  his  heirs.  Robert  Veel  married 
Alice  Muskett,  of  Frome  Whitfield  (See  No.  81.  1396.)  This 
Alice  Muskett,  was  the  only  issue  of  the  second  marriage  of 
her  mother  Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  Ralph  and  Joan  Basset. 
By  the  first  marriage,  the  said  Joan  had  four  children  whose 
surname  was  Sexpenn.  Henry  and  Nicholas  Sexpenn  died 
without  issue,  leaving  their  sisters  Joan  and  Emmota  their 
heirs.  Emmota  released  all  her  right  in  the  Frome  Whitfield 
property  to  her  half  sister  Alice  Veel,  in  1420.  Joan  Sexpenn 
married  John  Comeland.  [His  name  appears  as  a  witness, 
No.  86  1402].  By  Alice  Muskett,  Robert  Veel  had  one 
child  and  heiress,*  Alianor  or  Eleanor.     In  a  Roll  of  Court 

*  If  this  statement  implies  that  Robert  Veel  at  no  time  had  more  than  this  one  child, 
it  is  of  course  conclusive  against  my  supposition  (Sec.  IX.)  that  he  might  have  had  a  son 
Kobert,  from  whom  he  was  distinguished  by  the  addition  of  Setiior  to  his  name.  The 
Founder  of  the  Almshouse  must  have  lived  to  a  good  old  age, — for  we  gather  from  the  above 
extracts,  that  he  acquired  land  in  136r  ;  and  dating  from  this  erent  to  the  probabla  time  of 
bis  death  in  1430,  the  long  period  of  G3  yean  interrened. 
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Leet  held  at  Frome  Whitfield  In  1431,  she  is  said  to  be  about 
21  years  old.  She  married  John  Coker  de  Worle,  son  of 
Robert  Coker  de  Bower,  Esq"^ ;  the  Founder  of  the  Mapoudre 
family  of  Coker.  [Her  great  great  grandson  was  "  Roberte 
Cokere  Squyer  of  Mapowdder" ;  Deed  144.  1544.]  In  the 
Roll  of  Court  Leet,  1431,  which  states  the  age  of  Eleanor 
Veel,  it  is  also  recited,  that  Alice  who  was  Wife  of  Robert 
Veel,  held  of  the  lord  a  tenement  called  Fippes  place,  and  18 
acres  of  arable,  and  Eglishara  Meadow,  by  Knight's  service, 
and  rent  of  a  pair  of  spurs  yearly.  And  that  Alianor,  wife  of 
John  Coker,  was  her  daughter  and  heir.  [Hence  it  appears, 
that  Robert  Veel  died  before,  or  it  might  be  in,  the  year  1431.] 
In  1433,  Robert  and  Alice  Veel  being  both  dead,  John  and 
Joan  Coraelond  sued  John  and  Eleanor  Coker  at  Shaftesbury 
Assizes  for  the  property  of  their  maternal  ancestor  Joan 
Basset.  The  Jury  found  for  the  Cokers,  with  seven  marks 
damages.  And  in  the  24th  of  Henry  VI.  John  and  Eleanor 
demise  these  lands,  except  Eglisham  meadow,  for  nine  years, 
at  a  yearly  rent  of  j£10.  On  a  view  or  survey,  made  of  the 
Coker  lands,  1st  of  Richard  III,  in  Frome  Whitfield ;  it  is 
mentioned  that  Robert  Veel  at  one  time  resided  there.  A 
close.  South  of  the  Chantry,  and  a  parrock  where  was  his 
kitchen,  are  described  as  being  where  he  "  lately  dwelt."  The 
Arms  of  Robert  Veel  were  Argent  on  a  bend  Sable  3  calves 
passants  of  the  first.  They  may  be  seen  quartered  with  those  of 
Coker  in  Mapowder  Church  ;  and  originally,  might  also  have 
been  seen  so  quartered,  over  the  principal  Door  of  the  Coker 
JMansion  at  Mapowder;  and  in  a  window  of  the  principal  room, 
XIV.  MOUNDS  and  earth  works  outside  the  Town. 
1.  In  the  fields  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  Yeovil  Road,  may  be 
seen  some  well  defined  remains  of  ancient  Earthworks.  Enter- 
ing the  first  field  at  the  right  hand  and  following  the  foot  path 
towards  Sock  Dennis  for  fifty  or  sixty  yards,  the  pedestrian 
descends  over  the  rim  of  one  of  these  mounds  on  to  the  natural 
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level  of  the  ground.  These  works,  as  they  now  appear,  may 
be  generally  described  as  two  rectangular  platforms ;  following 
nearly  tbe  same  straight  line  from  North  to  South;  of  nearly 
equal  height;  and  sloping  down  on  their  West  and  South  sides 
into  a  shallow  ditch,  partially  filled  up  in  the  lapse  of  ages.  The 
first  of  these  platforms  commenced  originally,  I  should  sup- 
pose, at  the  Moat  of  the  Town  Wall.  Now,  it  may  be  said  to 
begin  from  the  Cow  Stalls  just  within  the  field;  any  traces  be- 
yond, being  covered  by  these  buildings.  It  is  elevated  some 
three  fent  or  more,  above  the  lower  level  of  the  land  around, 
The  height  of  the  second  platform  is  rather  less.  To  the  West, 
they  face  the  meadows  ;  the  Road  forms  their  boundary  on  the 
East.  The  breadth  of  the  two  is  almost  equal;  and  a  ditch 
running  East  and  West  divides  the  one  from  the  other.* 
From  the  buildings  before  mentioned  to  the  opposite  corner  of 
the  first  platform,  Southward,  the  distance  is  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  five  yards ;  its  average  width  from  West  to 
East,  about  fifty  yards. 

The  length  of  the  second  platform,  in  a  continued  Southerly 
direction,  is  fifly  five  yards,  or  thereabouts ;  its  width  to  the 
road,  from  fifty  to  sixty.  The  Field  is  called  "  Heave  Acre," 
with  a  reference  doubtless  to  this  peculiar  upheaval  of  the  soil 
in  its  North  East  quarter. 

In  the  field  called  Prince's  Pasture,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road,  there  are  two  other  quadrangular  platforms  corres- 
ponding with  the  two  already  described  ;  but  of  some  what  in- 
ferior elevation.  The  North  platform  extends  towards  the 
town,  sixty  two  yards  to  the  brook ;  and  is  in  breadth  fifty 
four.  The  South  mound,  after  a  progress  of  sixty  or  seventy 
yards  Southward,   grows  less  distinct;  though    formerly,   no 

*  Since  this  description  was  written  ('1862)  the  occupier  has  filled  up  these 
intersecting  ditches  between  the  platforms,  on  both  sides  of  the  road— ignorant 
perhaps,  that  he  was  defacing  a  work  which  had  survived  the  injuries  of  Time 
for  more  than  a  thousand  years. 
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doubt  continuing  its  course  parallel  with  the  opposite  mound 
in  Heave  Acre ;  with  which  it  was  probably  connected,  by  a 
traverse  across  the  road  at  right  angles.  The  road  here, 
it  may  be  observed  is  hollow,  being  several  feet  lower  than  the 
platforms  on  either  side.  What  may  have  been  the  origin,  or 
the  intention  of  these  works,  are  questions  not  easy  to  be 
decided.  They  might  possibly  be  relics  of  the  Roman  oc- 
cupation :  or  they  may  have  formed  part  of  the  double  fortifi- 
cations by  which  Ilchester  was  defended,  previously  to  the 
Norman  Conquest ;  as  related  by  Camden.  It  is  strange  that 
Stukeley  should  not  have  detected  and  examined  these  re- 
markable elevations.  His  own  quaint  confession  of  the  brief 
hours  he  devoted  to  the  investigation  of  old  Ischalis  and  its 
antiquities,  may  indeed  amply  account  for  the  oversight. 
"  These,  he  observes,  were  all  the  remarkables  I  met  with  at 
Ischalis,  where  I  stayed  but  half  a  day. 

A  *^they  say"  repeated  by  him,  suggests  a  further  question. 
Can  these  mounds  be  the  foundations  of  buildings  once  con- 
stituting the  "suburbs"?  "They  say  here,  that  the  suburbs 
extended  Southwards,  especially  on  the  Yeovil  Road,  which 
formerly  had  a  Gate."  An  assignment  of  these  quadrilateral 
platforms  to  such  traditional  '•  suburbs,"  is  however,  open  to 
reasonable  objection.  The  site  of  a  ruined  Street  or  Village, 
usually  presents  a  surface  irregular  and  uneven.  Here  on  the 
contrary,  exist  levelness,  regularity,  and  every  indication  of  an 
uniform  plan.  The  Mounds  on  both  sides  of  the  road  appear 
to  have  been  systematically  constructed,  and  carefully  inter- 
sected by  a  regular  trench.  Such  indications  lead  to  the  more 
probable  opinion,  that  the  ground  in  these  parts  was  originally 
raised  for  some  military  purpose ;  if  not  by  the  Romans,  at  a 
subsequent  period,  by  our  own  countrymen  in  turbulent  times. 
2.  In  a  field  called  Great  Yard,  at  the  opposite  quarter  of  the 
Town,  North  West,  and  bordered  by  the  Ivel,  are  visible  other 
extensive  vestiges  of  Earthworks,  or  foundations. 
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But  no  portion  of  these  inequalities  appea^to  mark  the  course 
of  the  Town  "Wall.  The  works,  whatever  may  have  been  their 
nature  and  intention,  extend  outside  the  old  boundary,  and  fill 
up  the  centre  of  this  large  close  of  pasture.  A  long  bank  or 
agger,  stretching  East  and  West  straight  across  the  field,  with 
a  deep  fosse ;  and  flanked  midway  on  the  North  side  towards 
the  River,  by  a  circular  mound  and  ditch — these  are  the  chief 
features  of  the  earth  works  in  this  quarter.  There  are  also 
some  remains  of  field  fortifications  nearer  to  the  site  of  the 
Town  Wall,  and  in  the  direction  of  the  River ;  which  are  per- 
haps the  fortifications  pointed  out  by  Stukeley,  as  having  been 
thrown  up  by  the  army  of  King  Charles  the  First. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  so  keen  and  in- 
telligent an  antiquary  as  D'  Stukeley,  should  have  neglected 
his  opportunity  of  throwing  a  clearer  light  on  the  obscure  his- 
tory of  ancient  and  medioeval  Ilchester.  For  it  is  almost  certain, 
that  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago, "  the  remarkables  "  of  the 
place,  which  he  dismissed  so  hastily  in  his  brief  visit,  with  a 
mere  cursory  glance,  or  neglected  to  observe  at  all,  could 
neither  have  been  few,  nor  quite  unworthy  of  a  more  accurate 
research. 

XV,  MISCELLANEA.  THE  CoMMUNioN  Plate  belonging  to 
Ilchester  Church,  consists  of  a  Chalice  and  two  Patens,  of  sil- 
ver. The  Cup  is  of  handsome  shape.  Its  exterior  is  chased, 
around  the  upper  and  lower  parts  of  its  circumference,  with 
leaf  and  scroll  work  enclosed  within  double  bands  or  lines, 
divided  by  decorated  bends  into  four  equal  compartments.  A 
similar  kind  of  ornament,  without  any  division,  is  repeated 
round  the  under  surface  of  the  older  Paten,  which  when 
reversed,  fits  on  as  a  cover  to  the  top  of  the  Cup.  On  the  stem 
of  the  Paten,  which  is  the  handle  of  the  cover,  appears  in  bold 
figures  the  date  1574,  with  the  letters  E  C  beneath.  The 
other  Paten  is  larger,  and  unornamented.  An  inscription  on 
the  rim  proclaims  it  "  The  guifte  of  Anne  Summers  1628," 
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Old  Epitaphs  in  llchester  Church.

XVI.  Ischalis,  Ivelchester :  And  the  Foss  Way. 
From  D'  Stukeley'  Itinerarium  Curiosum  Ed.  1723. 
This  Station  of  the  Romans  is  scituate  on  the  South  side  of 
the  River  Ivel  or  Yeovil,  the  Velox  of  Ravennas.  Pillbridg  a 
little  lower  seems  to  retain  the  name.  It  is  the  Uzella  of 
Ptolomy.  I  perceiv'd  immediately  that  this  place  had  been 
originally  encompass'd  with  a  wall  and  ditch,  and  traced  out 
the  manifest  vestigia  thereof  quite  round.  It  was  an  oblong 
square  300  paces  in  length,  200  in  breadth,  standing  upon  the 
oblique  points  of  the  compass,  conform  to  the  Foss  way,  which 
passes  through  the  town  exactly  from  North  East  to  South 
West.  The  N.E.  side  of  the  city  lay  against  the  River,  where 
I  saw  foundations  of  the  wall  here  and  there,  and  took  up 
several  Roman  bricks  in  searching  for  it  in  the  gardens.  The 
ditch  on  the  N.W.  side  is  become  a  road  called  Yard  Lane,* 
as  going  behind  the  yards  and  gardens.  Then  it  runs  thro,  the 
Friary  Garden,  (for  the  Religious  had  extended  their  bounds 
beyond  the  city,)  and  turned  the  road  on  the  outside.  Then 
it  goes  along  the  roadf  on  the  back  of  M"^  Lockyer's  garden. 
It  is  now  visible  between  the  Yeovil  Road  and  the  Southern 
angle  :  then  runs  thro  another  garden,  being  for  the  most  part 

*  Here  Dr.  Stukeley  has  fallen  into  an  error ;  probably  never  having  heard 
of  The  Yerde  so  frequently  mentioned  in  the  Deeds,  the  Site  of  which  must 
have  been  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  this  Lane. 

f  This  road  could  only  have  been  a  temporary  thoroughfare,  since  it  has 
long  disappeared  in  the  Paddock  of  the  Farm  House.  The  channel  of  the  Moat 
being  unclaimed  property,  was  at  first  used  by  the  Public  as  a  shorter  means  of 
communication,  in  those  parts  of  it  conveniently  situated  for  the  purpose. 
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levelled  by  the  gardener,who  shewed  me  the  track  of  it  and 
had  by  times  in  digging,  taken  up  remainders  of  the  wall  with 
many  coins,  bricks,  tiles,  and  other  antiquities.  I  bought  some 
coins  of  him  ;  among  which,  the  brass  one  of  Antoninus  Pius 
depicted  in  the  Plate  ;  on  the  Reverse,  Britannia  sitting  on  a 
Rock  with  a  military  ensign.  Sir  Philip  Sydenham  has  a 
great  quantity  of  coins,  found  here ;  and  the  Minister  of  the 
Parish  gave  many  to  the  learned  Mr.  Coke  of  Norfolk, 
This  gardener  showed  me  many  square  paving  bricks  in  the 
floor  of  his  house,  and  told  me  he  dug  up  a  great  brass  coin  as 
big  as  half  a  crown  under  the  foundation  of  the  wall,  which 
doubtless  would  have  discovered  to  us  the  era  of  it's  building. 
Crossing  the  Sherborne  and  Limington  road,  we  find  the  ditch 
again,  turning  up  to  the  River  side  on  the  Eastern  angle,  con- 
formable to  the  scheme ;  where  it  is  again  enclosed  into 
gardens  and  pastures.  The  occupier  of  the  gardens  there, 
informed  me  too,  that  he  had  frequently  dug  up  the  like  an- 
tiquities together  with  the  foundations  of  the  wall.  The 
quickset  hedge  that  fences  in  the  garden,  stands  on  the  edge 
of  the  ditch,  and  observes  its  turn  at  that  angle  of  the  city. 
By  the  New  Mill,  it  meets  the  River.  In  all  the  gardens 
hereabouts  by  the  Borough  Green,  they  find  foundations  of  old 
houses,  and  some  run  across  the  present  streets  now  visible 
above  ground.  This  ditch,  when  perfect,  admitted  the  water 
of  the  River  quite  round.  M"^  Lockyer's  house  is  built  upon 
Subterraneous  Arches.  They  say,  here  have  been  Sixteen 
Parish  Churches,  and  foundations  are  to  be  found  all  the  town 
over ;  and  that  the  suburbs  extended  southward,  especially  on 
the  Yeovil  Road,  which  formerly  had  a  Gate,  It  is  not  to  be 
doubted,  but  that  there  were  Gates  at  the  passage  of  all  the 
other  streets.  They  say,  the  Bishop  of  Bath  &  Wells  has  a 
manuscript  relating  to  the  ancient  State  of  this  town.  They 
have  the  same  tradition  as  in  many  other  places,  that  the  old 
city  was  set  on  fire  by  matches  ty'd  to  the  tayls  of  sparrows. 
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let  fly  from  a  place  call'd  Standard  Cross  Hill.  As  soon  as  I 
came  to  the  Inn,  the  Swan,  I  saw  a  great  parcel  of  the  little 
stones  of  a  tesselated  pavement,  found  but  two  days  before,  in 
a  garden  over  the  way  near  the  River.  A  crowd  of  people 
came  immediately,  out  of  curiosity  to  see  it,  and  tore  it  up.  I 
saw  some  of  the  remainder  in  situ,  about  two  foot  deep,  laid  in 
strong  mortar  upon  a  hard  gravell'd  floor,  I  made  the  Owner 
melancholy,  with  informing  him,  what  profit  he  might  have 
got  by  preserving  it  to  shew  to  strangers.  The  Foss  way  re- 
tains it's  name,  and  makes  the  principal  Street:  the  pavement 
thereof,  or  the  original  Ford  across  the  River,  may  be  seen  on 
the  West  side  of  the  Bridge,  made  with  great  flag  stones. 
Upon  the  Bridge  is  an  old  Chapel,  called  Little  S'  Mary's. 
At  the  foot  of  the  Bridge,  within  the  town,  is  another  called 
White  Chapel,  both  converted  into  dwellings.  Foundations  of 
houses,  chimney  pieces,  and  the  like,  have  been  dug  up  in  the 
meads  on  the  West  side  of  the  town,  and  on  both  sides  the 
River,  with  stone  coffins  and  funeral  apparatus.  The  Head  of 
the  Mayor's  Staff",*  or  Mace,  is  a  piece  of  great  antiquity  in 
cast  brass.  There  are  four  Niches  with  four  images,  two 
Kings,  a  Queen,  and  an  Angel.  It  seems  to  have  been  the 
Crozier  of  some  Religious  House.  Round  the  bottom  is  wrote, 
in  two  lines,  f  jesu  dedruerie. 

f  NEME  DUNETMiE.  In  the  Northcm  angle, 
beyond  the  old  ditch  of  the  city,  towards  the  River,  have  been 
some  bastions  and  modern  fortifications  of  the  time  of  King 
Charles  the  First.  Beyond  the  River  is  a  Village  adjoyning, 
call'd  Northover,  with  a  Church.  They  talk  of  a  Castle  stand- 
ing where  now  is  the  Gaol,  and  that  the  tide  came  formerly 
up  hither,  tho-  now  it  reaches  not  beyond  Langport,  These 
were  all  the  remarkables  I  met  with  at  Ischalis,  where  I 
*  This  Mace  is  still  in  existence,  and  is  used  at  the  annual  Election  of  the 
Bailiff.  It  was  exhibited  at  Kensington,  among  other  Corporation  Maces,  in 
1863.  The  Inscription  is  in  Lombardic  letters,  and  has  never  been  satisfactorily 
construed. 
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stayed  but  half  a  day.  Hence  I  continued  my  journey  [to- 
wards Ham  Hill]  along  the  Foss,  which  I  observed  paved 

with  the  original  work  in  many  parts.  It  is  composed  of  the 
flat  quarry  stones  of  the  country,  of  good  breadth,  laid  edge- 
wise, and  so  close  that  it  looks  like  the  side  of  a  wall  fallen 
down,  and  thro,  the  current  of  so  many  ages  is  not  worn  thro.; 
a  glorious  and  useful  piece  of  industry,  and  to  our  shame  not 
imitated,  for  a  small  reparation  from  time  to  time,  would  have 
preserved  it  entire,  and  where  it  is  so  much  wanted  in  a  dirty 

country Here  [on  S'  Michael's  Hill,  Montacute] 

has  been  a  Castle  and  Chapel  at  top,  and  below  it  a  Religious 
House,  built  by  the  Earl  of  Moriton,  in  the  time  of  William, 
the  Conqueror.  Another  Hill  is  near  it,  much  of  the  same 
figure.  Between  thera  and  the  Foss,  upon  the  same  hilly 
ridge,  is  a  Roman  Camp  called  Hamden  Hill,  with  a  double 
ditch,  to  which  leads  a  vicinal  Roman  way  from  the  Foss  thro. 
Stoke.  The  Foss  is  very  plain  and  strait  hither,  and  to  Pether- 
ton    Bridge  near  South  Petherton,   once  the  Palace  of  King 

Ina Beyond  this  the  Foss  grows  intricate  and 

obscure,  from  the  many  collateral  roads  made  thro,  the  bad- 
ness and  want  of  reparation  of  the  true  one.  Yet  it  seems  to 
run  thro.  Donington,  which  stands  on  a  very  high  hill.  ,  , 
.  .  I  suppose  this  Foss  went  on  the  East  side  of  Chard, 
and  so  by  Axminster  and  Colyton  to  Seaton,  or  Moridunum  ; 
where  properly  it  begins.  Whence,  if  we  measure  its  noble 
length  to  the  Sea  coast  in  Lincolnshire,  at  Grimsby  or  Salt 
fleet,  where  I  imagine,  it  ends ;  it  amounts  to  250  Roman 
Miles,  in  a  strait  line  from  North  East  to  South  West. 
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
